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Terrible Disaster on Horn Pond. 

A sad casualty occurred on Horn Pond 
Tuesday evening in which five persons lost 
their lives. About five 
Thomas Kenney of Woburn and 


o'clock two men, 

Dennis 
O'Leary, of Winchester, applied at Cor- 
mack’s boat house fora boat. They were 
furnished with a good Whitehall boat, and 
nothing more was thought of it until about 
seven o'clock, when the boat was observed 
off the mouth of Town Cove, heavily loaded. 
It appears that after hiring the boat they 
took in O'Leary's wife and three children, 
Lawrence Rossiter, wife and three children, 
and Annie §Curran, making twelve in all. 
Rossiter had been rowing,.and Kenney, in 
attempting to change places with him, caught 
his feet in a thwart, fell on tife gunwale of 
the boat, and as the boat tipped, the women 
rose up and the boat turned completely over, 
leaving twelve persons, none of whom could 
swim, struggling in water over twenty feet 
deep. There were but few persons on the 
Pond at the time, but Cormack, Fred A. 
Bryant and Daniel Barnum went at once to 
the rescue and succeeded in saving Lawrence 
Roasitur and two of 
O'Leary and Annie 
O'Leary Mrs. 
son aged six, and Thomas Kinney 
drowned. There is no Hfe-saving apparatus 
of any kind on Horn Pond, or conveniences 
for recovering bodies of persons drowned.

A MOUNTAIN HOME, 


Bethlehem, N. H., is the highest point of 
inhabited land east of the Rocky Mountains 
and of late years has become one of the most 
popular summer tesorts in New England 
It can be reached from Boston via B. & M. 
or B. & L. R. R., or what to the tourist is 
more desirable, via the Portland & Ogdens 
burg, through the picturesque White Moun 
tain Notch, 
from the village proper, which is reached by 
stage, which old-fashioned mode of travel is 
not yet entirely obsolete in the mountains 
nor have the drivers forgotten how to charge 
for their services, the regular fare for the 
three miles being seventy-five cents.

You can depend 
upon it, that the difficulty which occurred in 
old Bethlehem in Judea, some centuries ago 
when there was “no room at the inn,” will 
never occur here. In the daytime the heat 
is apt to be considerable, for although the 
town is situated at a high altitude, and 
satches the breezes always to be found in 
mountainous regions, the sun will burn, when 
one is exposed to his rays, and Bethlehem is 
without shade trees. There are a few trees 
at the Maplewood, and in front of Turner's, 
and some slight attempt at arboriculture has 
been made in the streets, but as yet they 
only suggest shade. There is a plank walk 
through the village, and on pleasant eyen- 
ings the residents turn out and 
promenade along the walks, in a manner not 
unlike Saratoga. At the Sinclair there ig a 


band which breaks out into harmony on the 


en masse 


approach of the stage, or the passage of a 
mountain party, and in the evenings the 
mountain echoes are awakened, and the lis- 
teners made happy. ‘The drainage of Beth- 
lehem is very poor, and smells which fill the 
visitor subject to typhoid with terror, assail 
him on every hand. There is a village in- 
spector who is supposed to be responsible 
for this, but little heed is given to him. 

The Bethlehem are uncom- 
monly fine, the entire range of White Moun- 
tains being marshaled before the beholder. 
Perhaps the best can be obtained from Mt.

Agassiz, which is reached by a ride of abont 
a mile and a half over a good carriage road. 
An observatory is on the summit, which is a 
favorite resort. On Strawberry Hill is an 
observatory reached by an easy walk from 
the village street. In this observatory is a 
camera obscura, in which a charming pic- 
ture of the region may be studied for the 
moderate charge of ten cents. From the 
Ledge, near Maplewood, a very fine view 
can be obtained, especially at sunset.

The evening promenaders pay more at- 
tention to dress than is commonly seen at 
the mountains, and no where can more elab- 
orate walking costumes be seen. The prin- 
cipal dissipation is croquet, and all day long 
with an industry that is most extraordinary, 
will the players pursue the balls up and down 
the wicketed lawns, protected from the fierce 
heat of the sun by umbrellas, while less am- 
bitious s. b. regard them with wonder from 
the spreading shade of the friendly piazza. 

Church fairs are not unknown to this re- 
gion, and one is held this weck in aid of the 
new Congregational Church. The Episco- 
pals have also a new church, which they 
have not inaptly called the Church of the 
Nativity. Benevolent churchmen from 
abroad have given quite liberally to it, and 
it will doubtless become one of the best fea- 
tures of the town. 

Bethlehem has its outs, as for instance the 
bad smells, the dusty road, and the lack of 
shade, but the ins have the majority in its 
bracing air, lovely views, and fashionable 
society. As the place becomes more known, 
the proprietors will have to remedy the faults 


noted, in order to maintain their position 


among sumiher resorts, and then we may 
safely advise all to make a pilgrimage to 
Bethlehem. As it is, the visitor will be | 


pleased when he arrives, and leave with re- 
gret, and our advise is to take in the town 
on your summer trip this year.

Tur Law or rur Casp.—The following is 


the law of New York in regard to the com- 
pensation of owners of property destroyed by 
mobs: 

** Whenever any building or other real or 
personal property shall be destroyed or in 
jured in consequence of any mob or riot, the 
city or county in which such property was 
situated shall be liable to an action by or in 
behalf of the purty whose property was thus 
destroyed or injured for the damages sus 
tained by reason thereof.” 

The Jaw of Massachusetts reads : 

‘When property of the value of fifty dol 
lars or more is destroyed, or property is in 
jured to that amount, by any persons to the 
number of twelve or more, riotously, rout- 
ously or tumultuously assembled, the city or 
town within which the property was situated 
shall be liable to indemnify the owner there 
of, to the amountof three-fourths of the valuc 
of the property destroyed, or of the amount 
of suchinjury thereto, to be recovered in an 
action of tort; provided that the owner of 
such property uses all reasonable diligencs 
to prevent its destruction or injury, and to 
procure the conviction of the offenders. 

A city or town which pays any sum under 
the provisions of the preceding section, may 
recover the same against any all of the 
persons who destroyed or injured such prop 
erty,”

It will fall upon the property owners and the | 
people of Pittsburg in that city who pay poll | 
taxes. ‘lammany’s draft riot cost the tax- 

payers of New York city $1,500,000 for 
buildings and property destroyed. The stat- | 
utes of nearly every State provide that when- | 
ever any building or other real or personal 

property shall be destroyed or injured in | 
consequence of any mob or riot, the city or | 
county in which such property is situated | 

shall be liable therefor. ‘This is but just. 

Property is taxed to support a government 

which guarantees safety from violence. | 
When such government fails to do so, it} 
should pay the damages on the same princi- 

ple that insurance companies pay the losses 

of their policy holders. 

At Pittsburg $4,000,000 of the property ot 
the railroad was destroyed orstolen; and ey- | 
ery dollar of that sum will fall upon a city | 
unable to bear it. ‘The loss is one-fortieth | 
of the valuation of the city, and to pay it will 
require a levy of $30 per head upon its en- | 
tire population. ‘Io pay the interest on this | 
property wantonly destroyed will require « | 
tax equal to $2.a year on every inhabitant. 
Every railroad in the country night be de- | 
stroyed without loss to the company. Such 
destruction would practically amount to the 
selling of the railroads to the States through 
which they run. Messrs, Garrett, Scott and | 
Vanderbilt can calmly look on while their | 
property is burned by mobs led by commun- 
istic leaders and trades union agitators, 
They will lose their current business while 
a tax-burdened people will pay for their 
property destroyed. 

Nominally this tax is assessed upon the 
property owner, but in the end the burden 
will fall upon the masses who rent houses 
occupy stores, or purchase food and raiment 
in any form. High taxes and high rents go | 
together, and are paid by the lessee or oc- 
cupant. The man who lives by his daily la- 
bor cannot escape it. It touches him in ey- | 
ery purchase he makes as a consumer. In 
short, that sort of striking which culminates 
in the destruction of property ends in bur 
dening industry and in a further le vy upon | 
the slender incomes of the laboring classes.

CrossinG THE ATLANTIC IN A WHALE- 
Boar.—The arrival of Captain Crapo and 
wife in the whaleboat *‘ New Bedford” at | 
Penzance, after an Atlantic voyage of forty 
days, has already been chronicled. The un- 
dertaking was certainly most hazardous. 
The boat is a little more than nineteen feet 
and a half long, and six feet and a half wide, 
built generally after the whaleboat model, 
but with more sheer” and broader and 
deeper than most boats of her class. Her | 
foremast is cighteén feet from the deck, and 
her mainmast seventeen feet high. She has 
a foresail, mainsail, and a square sail and 
staysail to take advantage of light winds. 
Of course the little vessel was made in the 
most substantial manner, so as to ride out 
the rough seas. There are no bulwarks, | 
and only life lines were rigged, and in the 
Atlantic voyage the water often came over | 
the deck. Cuptain Crapo steered, sitting in 
the after hatchway, and was protected by a 
canvas boot in rough weather. Of course | 
when the sea was very high, the boat was | 
allowed to lay to with a drag. Three heavy | 
gales were experienced during the passage, |

and for fifteen days’the two passengers were 
compelled to wait for the violence of the 
storm to subside. A good deal of their | 
clothing was washed overboard, and much 
discomfort was endured, but the little craft 
rode out the storms nobly. Several times 
the venturesome captain and his wife were | 
spoken, and there was an agreeable addition | 
to the provisions of the New Bedford at all 
such meetings. Captain Crapo kept his lon- 
gitude regularly by dead reckoning, and did 
not go far out of the course of the transat- | 
lantic steamers, His wife was as enthusias 
tic as himself in carrying out the project, 
and in the latter part of the voyage did much | 
to help the Captain, whose left hand had be- 
come almost useless from constant steering. 
At 11 o'clock Saturday night, the coast of 
Cornwall was seen by the weary voyagers, 
and the adventurous Captain and his equally | 
daring wife landed at Penzance on Sunday 
morning, Wind and weather favoring they 
proposed to proceed to London Wednesday, 
and doubtless * the merry mariners of Eng- 
land” will give them a hearty welcome to 
the great metropolis.

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/ THE QUESTION OF SEWERAGE, 

( The City of Boston is moving rapidly in 
the matter of their Mystic Valley Sewer, 
and has this week put up shanties along the 
line, appointed a superintendent, and ex- 
pects to be actively at work until the com- 
pletion of the enterprise. 
ing under Chapter 202 of the Laws of 1875, 
and the Sections of the chapter in which the 
people of this locality are mostly interested 


They are work- 


is as follows :— 

Sect. 7. No corporation, person or per 
sons, shall hereafter discharge any sewage, 
drainage or pollution of any kind, which 
they have not the legal right so to dis- 
charge at the date ofthe passage of this act, 
and no city or town shall discharge its pub- 
lic drainage or sewaye in the said upper Mys 
tic Pond, or any head-water, pond or stream 
running into, or connected therewith, or in- 
to the said main sewer or any ofits branches, 
or into any drain or sewer directly or indi- 
rectly connected therewith, or into any 
stream or water-couse diverted into said 
sewer, or into the branehes thereof, or into 
any drain, sewer or conduit emptying into 
said stream or water-course or its brunches, 
without the permission of the city of Boston ; 
but any such town, corporation, person or 
persons, may, with the permisnion of the 
city of Boston, enter a drain or sewer into 
such main sewer or any of its branches, up- 
on giving six months’ notice to said city of 
Boston of their desire so to do, and upon 
payment of a reasonable compensation to 
said city for the use of the same. 

If the city of Boston and said town, cor- 
poration, person or persons shall be unable 
to agree upon said compensation, either par- 
ty may petition the supreme judicial court 
for the appointment of a commission of three 
suitable persons, who shall hear the parties 
and determine the compensation to be paid 
to the city of Boston, Such compensation 
may consist of a sum in gross, or of ayearly 
payment to be male to said city, as said 
commissioners may decide; and the report 
of said commissioners, or a majority of 
them, being subjeet to a revision of, and be- 
ing accepted by the supreme judicial court, 
shall be final, and judgment shall issue 
thereon. 

The entry of any drain or sewer into said 
main sewer or any of its branche, shall be 
made under the direction of the city of Bos- 
ton, and subject to such reasonable rules 
and regulations as may be made by the city 
counsel thereof. 

Upon the establishmsnt by the towns of 
Woburn, or Winchester or Medford, of any 
system of sewerage or drainage, the sewers 
established by said towns to the northward 
and eastward of said system of sewers of the 
city of Boston, and through territory which 
naturally drains toward said main sewer of 
the city of Bostonor any of its branches, 
shall be entered into said sewers of said city 
of Boston, and compensation therefor shall 
be made severally by said towns to said city 
of Boston, and shall be determined, if the 
parties shall be unable to agree, in the man- 
ner herein before set forth: provided that in 
all cases under this section, no such town, 
corporation, person or persons shall be en- 
titled to make such entry except by permis- 
sion of the city of Boston, or upon such 
terms as shall be determined by the supreme 
judicial court. 

Seer. 8. Nothing in this act shall be so 
construed as to impair the rights heretofore 
granted to the towns of Woburn and Win- 
chester for supplying themselves with pure 
water; or to prohibit the saving and use of 
sewage and drainage matter for fertilizing 
purposes, or making any local disposition of 
the same, which shall not pollute the waters 
of said upper Mystic Pond. 

The sewer which Boston will build, and 
which we have a right, certain 


under re- 


strictions, to enter, will be only ten inches 
in diameter at Railroad street, and if we en- 
tered it it would be ofno value. ‘To be of 
any value to our town it should be bigger, 
but if it is completed at ten inches, we would 
find it very difficult to secure its enlarge- 
ment. If enlarged at all, it must be now. 
We believe that Boston would be willing to 
receive a proposition from Woburn, and 
would accede to a request for ashort delay, 
and a change of plan sufficient to accommo- 
date us, if requested so to do by the Town. 
There has never yet been an opportunity 
for a popular expression on this matter, but 
on next Monday there will be, and we hope 
every voter will be at the meeting.

—Much interest begins to be manifested in 
the new co-operative building associations. 

The technical name is * co-operative sav- 
ing fund and loan associations,” but the pur- 
pose is to aid persons in securing homes for 
themselves, out of their own savings, and 
for common use they may be spoken of as 
‘*building associations.’’) Some months 
ago, while the bill was pending in the Legis- 
lature, we spoke of its merits, and of the ar- 
guments in its favor, and we will not again 
yo over the ground, further than to express 
our confidence inthe plan, and the belief that 
they are destined to prove of great benefit to 
the laboring classes. Many questions have 
been asked as to the details of the operations 
of the associations, and we will endeavor to 
make plain the plan prescribed by law. 

The capital of an association (it must re- 
| ceive a charter from the Secretary of State) 
is divided into shares of the ultimate value 
of Any person may subscribe for 
any number of shares, not exceeding twen- 
ty-five. We shall be best understood if we 
describe what steps a subscriber must take 
as a member of an association. The most 
important provision of the law binds him to 
pay one dollar a month on each share for 
which he subscribes, so that the first thing 
to be done is to decide how auch he can 
| probably save, regularly each month. Ifhe 
can probably save $10 a month, and desires 
|} to invest it in this way, he will subscribe for 
}ten shares, and of a greater or less 
amount, from one share up to twenty-five. 
On each share he is required to pay one dol- 
lar a month, until, with its earnings of inter- 
ert, the amount paid in reaches $200, When 
that occurs, the payments cease, and the 
subscriber receives that amount in cash. 
| {fa subscriber desires to withdraw the 
| money he has paid in, he gives thirty days’ 
notice, and receives what he has paid, to- 
gether with his proportion of the earnings of 
the association. This, of course, on the 
supposition that he has not been a borrower, 
and consequently his shares are unencum- 
bered. If he fails to meet his payment of 
monthly dues, a fine of not exceeding two 
per cent a month on each dollar of dues in 
arrears is levied, and if not paid is deducted 
from the amount paidin, As the subscriber 
can at any time withdraw, he is, if unable 
}to meet his monthly payments, only com- 
| pelled to pay the tine for a single month. 
| If he continues in arrears six months, his 

shares are forfeited. In such a contingency 
} he receives whatever he has paid in, to- 
'vether with his share of the profits to the 
| date of the first detault, less the fines of which 

we have spoken. 

If a subscriber desires to borrow, he must 
furnish real estate security satisfactory to 
the association for the payment of the loan, 

| and also pledge his shares as colateral, The 
} amount to be loaned to a subscriber cannot 
| be more than on each share. ‘The 
money on hand at each monthly meeting is 
loaned to the shareholder offering good s8e- 
curity, who offers the highest premium for 
it, in excess of six per cent. For instance, 
if a shareholder h subscribed for ten 
shares he may borrow $2000. He must pay

The circumstances attending the rescue 
from drowning of Etta A. Hastings, our 
daughter of fifteen years, which occurrence 
we briefly alluded to last week, are these: 
Hitta was bathing at King’s Beach, on Fri- 
day forenoon, 17th inst., with two young 
friends, none of the party being able to swim, 
the tide was going out, and, as it proved, 
there was a strong undercurrent. She was 
not beyond her usual depth when bathing, 
but probably was upon the bar which has 
heen formed at the outlet of Stacey’s brook, 
and stepped into deeper water at the point, 
where the current is made stronger by tlow- 
ing around the bar. She was lifted off her 
feet and taken out of the reach of her com- 
panions, to whom she earnestly called, and 
continued to be carried further seaward with 
every return of the waves, which were run- 
ning somewhat higher than usual. The loud 
calls for help by her conipanions seem not 
to have been heard on shore, or if heard 
were not heeded, owing doubtless to the fact 
that outeries from the bathers there are so 
frequent that the fishermen on the beach 
have become accustomed to and do not mind 
them. Providentially it happened that a 
fisherman was coming in from the fishing- 
grounds, and had arrived within hailing dis- 
tance——Mr. Chandler Lewis, whom we shall 
always have cause to remember with feel- 
ings of deep gratitude and thankfulness; he 
was accompanied by a small lad, and they 
heard the cry, ‘A girl is drowning!” and 
saw and pulled for her. THe reached her as 
she was sinking for the third time, and 
grasping her, lifted her into his dory, and 
she was saved. We cannot refrain from 
ciutioning bathers, especially when unac- 
companied by those who can swim, against 
indulging in the practice when the tide is 
strongly receding, or the sea is boisterous.

ity; and promising also to solve the much- 
vexed problem of tramps, vagrants, paupers 
and convicts,—striking, as it does, at the 
root of pauperism and crime.

Billerica and Bedford Railroad, 


A correspondent of the Roston Journal 


writes as follows concerning the running of 
the first train last Friday,’on the Billerica 
and Bedford narrow guage railroad 

Neither in this country, nor in any other, | 
with a single exception in Wales, is there 
any railroad built of so narrow a gauge (24 | 
inches) as has just been constructed from thi 
Bedford station on the Lexington and 
cord line of Railroad to the Lowell Railroad 
at North Billerica, a distance of eight and a} 
half miles. It was projected by Mr. Georg: 
Kk, Mansfield, its present manager, and th 
exceeding cheapness of construction, a 
compared with even the three-foot narrow 
gauges, as well as the comparatively cheap 
cost of running the new and improved en 
ines adapted to this road, will create a new 
era in railroading in the adoption of the ec 
onomical gauge where an expensive road 
and equipment is not needed, and wher 
such would tail to remunerate for its 
and running expenses. Such a gauge 
been long in successful 
Wales as to insure this one a success. At 
the commencement of the road last spring | 
its capital stock of fifty thousand dollars was 
subscribed for, most of the land-holders do 
nating the right of way, and the town of Bed 
ford voting to subscribe for twelve thousand 
dollars of the stock. This amount of

each; two hand and two push cars, The 
cost of the locomotives, with the new tender 
attachment forming the forward part of the 
locomotive, is 88500 each, ‘The passenger 
cars, holding thirty persons each, one on | 
either side, are six feet wide, furnished with | 
saloons, and one having a compartinent for 
mail and express matter, ‘Their 
$2000 for one, the other costing 81800. 
The other cars cost in the aggregate but | 
$2400, making the equipment of the road to 
cost $6,200, It will be seen that the weight 
of the 80-passenger car is but about a quar 
ter of the weight of the standard size to car- 
ry only double that number. All the spas 
senger and freight cars are provided with 
the Miller platform and air-brake, with oth- 
er improvements, and were built by the Ran 
let Manufacturing Company at Laconia, N. 
H. ‘The engines are from the Hinkley 
Works of Boston. 

The agreement with the land owners to 
run trains over the road for passengers and | 
freight by the first of September was ful 
filled by the officers of the road yesterday. 
A printed notice was circulated at a late 
hour the evening before, according to a 
vote of the Directors that day, that three | 
trains would leave each terminus at the 
hours named, Accordingly Friday morning | 
the first passenger train took a party of 
nearly a hundred persons holding purchased 
or complimentary tickets over the road. 
There were many ladies of Bedford and Bil- 
lerica of the party, some with their children, | 
and one with an infant five months old. 
The day was fine, the road for its condition 
proved remarkably smooth, the scenery up 
the slopes appeared charming, and Dr. Hay- | 
den’s Bedford Spring Hotel, close to the 
road loooked very pretty. At Hillville Sta- 
tion appeared the fine rounded and distant 
elevation of Billerica, with its venerable 
spire, visible four miles distant, then the | 
crystal outlet of Nutting’s Pond near the 
roud was crossed, and soon the train was as 
cending Billerica Summit, through yvine- 
yards and orehards, by an easy grade of 80 
feet toamuile. Crossing a pretty strect at 
the Billerica station near the Common, from 
which the mountains of New Hampshire are 
visible, the descent to North Billerica, 24 
miles distant, was easily made by a grade of | 
140 feet to the mile until reaching the plain | 
below. ‘Three roads and the canal bridge | 
being crossed we reached the line of the 
Lowell road near the station with which it is | 
connected. 

As soon as the construction trains have | 
put the road in a more perfect condition, it 
is intended to have a formal opening of the 
Billerica and Bedford Railroad, when mem- 
bers of the press and the publie will have a} 
favorable opportunity to inspect and enjoys 
the novelty of the diminutive but well pro 
portioned road and equipments.

Tur GLowinG or THE Sea.—Sometimes 
in Alpine regions the mountain tops put on 
a peculiar appearance, as though lighted up 
by some hidden fires, which give them a new 
form and develop beauties of outline hitherto 
unseen. This is termed the glowing of the 
Alps, and a wonderful sight it is, when ey- 
ery peak stands out like a mountain of flame, 
yet of flame that has no fierceness, but 
speaks of warmth and grace and beauty. 
The sea, during the past week, has been ex- 
hibiting something of a similar, yet a differ- 
ent character. Seen from an elevated posi- 
tion on the shore, the breakers, as they roll 
in seem to bear a crest of pale, bluish flame, 
reminding one somewhat of the line of light 
caused by the moonbeams falling upon a 
wave. Yet it is different from that, the color 
being different, and seeming to be more in 
detached masses, and emitting almost a 
flame. But perhaps the most peculiar as- 
pect of this phenomenon If to be found in the 
condition of the sand on the beach after the 
tide has left it. Walking over it, every foot- 
step seems to be in abed of fire—or, rather, 
perhaps, in sands of gold, which sparkle, 
when disturbed, almost like diamonds in the 
sunlight. Picking up and throwing a hand- 
ful of sand was like throwing a handful of 
sparks, although while in the hand nothing 
peculiar was noticed in the sand. It was 
only when thrown upon the beach smartly 
that its wonderful beauty became apparent. 
Anything that disturbed the sand on the 
beach brought out these beautiful corrusca- 
tions, something like stroking a cat’s back on 
a cold night, although there were none of the 
usual signs of electrical phenomena, This 
exhibition of light in the water we have seen 
before, but not to such an extent as now, 
and never in the sand.—Lynn Reporter.

Confederate Navy (a Virginian), and eight. 
seamen volunteered to take her out. She 
was made ready one evening, and lying 
alongside a steamer. The crew were all at 
their posts inside the boat. Payne was stand- 
ing in the round hatchway, just about to 
stoop down into his place and fasten the 
hatch down, when the wave of a passing 
steamboat swept over and into her, sinking 
her instantly. Payne caught by the guards 
ofthe steamer and sprang out; the other eight 
men went down with the boat and perished. 
In a few days she was raised and again made 
ready. Payne again volunteered, and eight | 
sailors with him. This time they were lying 
by the wharf at Fort Sumter, Payne stand- , 
ing as before in the hatch to give his final 
orders, when the boat careened, filled and 
sank. Payne and two men sprang out, the 
other six went down in her and perished. In 
a few days she was again raised, and Hfnd- 
ley and a crew took her into Stono River, 
where she dived and swam on the water and 
under it, showing all her powers, until pres- 
ently she dived and carried her hapless own- 
er and crew with her to the bottom. When 
they were found a week after, her nozzle 
was down deep into the mud of the bottom, 
and the boat was inclined forty-five degrees 
to the surface. Her ballast had shifted, and 
her crew were unable to relieve her, and 
they all perished. 

** Again she was made ready for action, 
and, though they had seen the fate of these 
three crews, a fourth, led by Lieutenant 
Dixon, of the ‘Twenty-first Alabama Infant- 
ry, volunteered to take her out and attack 
the Housatonic, a new corvette which had 
just arrived on the station, and was lying 
outside, a few miles off Charleston Harbor. 
Dixon steered his boat with the certainty of 
fate, struck the Housatonic fairly, and blew 
her whole stern off. The ship sank in two 
minutes and a half, and the torpedo boat dis- 
appeared forever. Six years afterward, men 
in submarine armor went down to wreck the 
Housatonic, and they reported the torpedo 
lying on the bottom 100 feet from where her 
great victim lies. Undoubtedly the concus- 
sion produced by the explosion of the torpedo 
destroyed instantly the lives of Dixon and 
his crew,

Nicronas MInTuRN. 


A study ina story. By J.G, 
Holland. ribuer, Armstrong & Co., New York. 
pp. 418. $1.75. 


It is hard to imagine how the author could 
have added to the attractions of this work. 
The experience of the hero Nicholas in the 
thousand forms in which the almost number- 
less acts of fraud, deception, hypocrisy, and 
their long train of attendant evils are shown 
so life like that the reader almost imagines 
himself the victim of them, The history of 
the Coats family gives a truthful picture of 
the shadow without the substance, the tinsel 
and show too often found which in compari- 
son with solid character is like the basest 
metals when placed by the side of pure gold. 
The villian Benson is one of the long list of 
those who inthe past few years have seen 
the bubble burst and their black record laid 
bare before an indignant public, while the 
sufferings of widows and orphans financial- 
ly ruined showed on every hand. In fact 
the whole story is so thoroughly interesting 
that the reader will find himself spell-bound 
and unwilling to make any delay till he has 
reached the last of its over four hundred 
pages. The book is very nicely bound and 
is a valuable addition to the long list of pub- 
lications of this enterprising firm so well 
known to all readers.

By John Adams Vinton, author of the Vin- 
ton Memorial, of the Giles Memorial, of the 
Upton Memorial, of the Symmes Memorial, 
of the Green Family, of the Sampson Fam- 
ily, and other Genealogical Works.” —Port- 
land. Printed for the subscribers by Brown, 
Thurston & Co., 1876. 

The compiler of this work was induced to 
undertake it, partly from attachment to his 
wife, who was by birth a Richardson of 
Stoneham, and partly by the representations 
of several members of the Richardson fam- 
ily. Among the subscribers to the work 
were Roswell M. Richardson, Mayor of 
Portland, William A. Richardson, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., formerly Secretary of the 
Treasury, George C. Richardson, an emi- 
nent merchant of Boston, the successor of 
the great firm of the Lawrences, Charles A. 
Richardson, of Boston, the managing editor 
and chief editor of the Congregationalist. 
Albert Lewis Richardson, of Boston, Albert 
Louis Richardson, of East Woburn, the 
three sons of the late General Alford Rich- 
ardson, of Cambridge, Thomas F. Richard- 
son, of Boston, ete. It contains nearly one 
thousand pages octavo, is beautifully printed 
on tinted paper, and is adorned with sixteen 
fine portraits on steel, of prominent mem- 
bers of the various families. Among them 
is thut of Major General Israel Bush Rich- 
ardson, who was in nearly all the important 
battles of the Mexican War, and in the War 
of the Rebellion, down to the time of receiv- 
ing his fatal wound, which was at the san- 
guinary battle of Antietam, Sept. 17, 1862.

Having been allowed to choose his subject 
without being confined to matters specifical 
ly related to the objects industrially for 
which the Farmers and Mechanics Club of

ind in man’s accountableness to «God 
and it also includes true godliness or purity 
of life with the practice of all moral dutic 
Polities in the true sense means the scienc 
of government or that part of ethics which 
consists in the regulation and government 
ofa Nation or State, forthe preservation of 
its safety, peace and prosperity of its exis 
tence and right against foreign control or 
conquest. Religionin Politics means that 
line of action in human public affairs which 
best does lionor to God's laws, preserves thi 
right and conserves peace and welfare of 
the greatest numbers. Any political pre- 
cepts, parties or platforms demanding less 
are mere machines for the manipulation of 
the masses by which private ends become 
superior to public needs. We all demand 
in public men more than we are willing to 
secure to them, and while we may believe 
weakness in office to be wickedness we must 
have a care that as electors we possess suffi 
cient strength to demand men to servi 
us who will be found at all times ready to 
serve us instead of personal ambition. The 
present state of affairs, partially false 
through it may be, will continue till brighter 
intelligence and a higher appreciation of the 
dignity of political science prevails. Loves 
of Country is born of love of God. It is in 
such a religious sentiment that citizenship 
finds its significance as relationship to a crea- 
tive und overruling power; it is not carcless- 
ly that human lips have called their country 
the fatherland, Dear Fatherland has called 
forth willing sacrifice of those who were 
worthy. ‘The life of the individual has been 
given for the life of the nation. Our coun 
try holds the homes and the temples, the 
shrines and the altars of men. Milton re- 
corded that a Nation ought to be but as one 
huge Christian personage, one mighty 
growth or stature of an honest man as big 
and compact in virtue as in body. The tes- 
timony of great minds, the aspirations of 
great souls teach us the truth of these prem- 
ises and emphasize the meaning of my sub- 
ject. Logically then we arrive at a funda- 
mantal truth in American polities that the 
course of life which is best calculated to fit 
the immortal part of us for the future and 
spiritual life is that course also which will 
make us the best citizens of our town, our 
state, our nation. Political parties with all 
the dirt and filth which seem to surround 
them in spite of all the intrigues, travels 
and petty work of selfish wire pullers are 
and have been the bulwark of free govern- 
ment. 
with one or the other and do your utmost to 
make the one you belong to pure and devo- 
ted to the conservation of principle. I be- 
lieve our own politics are less corrupt and 
more scrupulous than those of most 
nations have been either in ancient or mod- 
ern times. I believe the average of politi- 
cal morality is higher in the United States 
than in any other nation in the world, The 
purer and more virtuous the masses the 
more easily crime and corruption are detec 
ted. Had Burr possesed the integrity of 
Hamilton or even Jefferson, of Lincoln or 
Sumner, the living fume of the Father of his 
Country would have lost half its lustre and 
Aaron Burr's name would have belonged on 
the brightest roll of loved and honored 
names of the Young Republic.

No nation can 
existin peace that does not observe the great 
truths of humanity as taught by the Chris- 
tian religion; the lesson of obedience has

the result has been the awful castigation or 
utter destruction of the people violating the 
principles. Nations must act up to a stan- 
dard protecting human right with religious 
duty or the governments they establish will 
totter and crumble. If the Kingdom of th 
spirit of Christ comes on earth as I believ: 
it will, I believe it must come through thc 
establishment of a perfected national exis- 
tence where the Golden Rule and all the 
precepts of Christianity shall constitute thi 
organic law ofthe land. The lesson I would 
have sink into your minds and hearts is fi 
delity to the divine commands reiterated 
again and again and embodied in the declar 
ation upon which is founded our own gov- 
ernment, All the wrecks scattered along 
the banks of the stvyeam of time, all ruins 
of great cities and nations that have passed 
away are warnings that no nation founded 
on injustice can stand. It is to man in 
whose fidelity to principle rules all their ac 
tions, the nation must look for its source of 
virtue, All good and faithful men shoulder 
to shoulder are fighting the great battle for 
the progress of mankind, and along with it 
they carry on the battle for national purity 
and by their noble deeds, by their religious 
appearence to duty they will surely bring us 
to a purer political age and give us genera 
tions of men who will fighton and fight out 
the battle for principle.

The culprit, found guilty, was 
sentenced to the punishment of being roasted 
to death—an example of roast pork which 
will probably be rather new to most English 
readers. Again, in the year 1385, a magis- 
trate of Falaise, in Normandy, after a formal 
examination into the facts, condemned asow 
to be mutilated in the leg and in the head, 
and then to be hanged for having 
partly devoured an infant. Of course the 
prisoner at the bar was neither asked nor

fence. ‘The executioner was furnished with 
new gloves on the occasion. Again, the ju- 
dicial officer of the Abbey of Beaupre, near 
Beauvais, instituted a formal inquiry into a 
charge brought against a bull of having vi- 
ciously killed a maiden thirteen years of age, 
in the Seigneurie of Cantry, a dependency of 
the Abbey. The facts were investigated, 
the animal found guilty, sentence passed,

It was held before the bailli, 
or judicial officer of the Abbey of Josaphat, 
near Chartres. ‘ Monday, April 18, 1499, 
an inquiry was held before us at the request 
of the procureur of Messieurs the Monks of 
the Abbey of Josaphat, against Jehad Dela- 
lande and his wife, prisoners in the jail of 
this abbey, by reason of the untimely death 
of a child named Gilon, about a year and a 
half old, which child had been duly nursed 
and nourished by its mother. The child was 
murdered by a pig, about the age of three 
months, belonging to the said Delalande and 
his wife. Considering the charge brought, 
and the evidence taken, we have condemned 
and do hereby condemn the said pig for the 
reason and facts established, to be hanged 
and executed by our executioner, in the ju- 
risdiction of Messieurs our Superiors, and by 
virtue of our definitive and lawful power. 
Given under the countersign of the said bal- 
liage, the year and day 
Signed, C. Briseg.”
